The one friendless, hunted Ishinaelite 


8f. tho plains,1 against .whom is every \ -: 
man's han'dT.is .the prairie wolf—the 
coyota.; If he is.; adapted to any sphere 
of usefulness on earth, ,npbody;has jj'fet 
been shrewd enough" to find it'oht; if he 
has over done a respectable deed, it has , 
not yet come to light. The jack rabbit 
will" at least furnish the basis;for a 
savory staw'in case of.. need, the buffalo 
was valued for. its hide, the - rattles of 
the rattlesnake are worth preserving for 
curiosities, but .there ii yet * to be dis- 
covered a method of utilizing any por-- 
'tioh of the coyote from his ; snarling 
mouth to his tagged tail—except as a 
fertilizer. The short grass country is 
his home, tho high prairies where the 
gray, bairlike vegetation 'that is called 
pasture blonds with the dirty coat of 
the vandal. Through it he sueaks and 
runs, now a gaunt figure on the horizon, 
now an ungainly shape near at hand. 
He is without acquaintance with any- 
thing that is alive, usually solitary, al- 
ways with a criminal aspect, as if he 
had just done something to be ashamed 
of or was contemplating a deed of . the 
sort at tho earliest opportunity. 


Once the coyote'had the whole Indian 


Territory to himself. He could snarl 
and fight to his heart's content, and 
there-was none to say him nay. ' But 
when the lands were opened to - settle- 
ment and a family took "its place oh ev- 
ery quarter section there was less room 
for the wild creatures of the plains who 
bad before been undisturbed. Then the 
coyote had to go out among men, and-he- 
found that he was a Vflry unpopular im- 
migrant into- auy 'of the communities 
that he faifcred with his presence. And" 
he earned the right to so be considered 
honestly. 
He ' robbed the sbeepfolds, 


stole the chickens and' made the travel: 
er afraid—all without any equivalent 
in service. 
Furthermore, he is essen- 


tially a coward. The men of the fron- 
tier have a sort of respect for the brave 
creature that defies them or foi' the 
cunning one that outwits them, but 
they can never forgive the trembling 
one that is alarmed at their very ap- 
pearance. So, from the farmer's son who 
blazes away with his old shotgun at the 
prowling coyote behind tho barn to the 
city sportsman who wastes a cartridge 
intended for a prairie chicken or duck 
in ending t^ie .life of a wolf trotting 
along the hedgerow, there is a ceaseless, 
unrelenting war waged against the 
luckless wanderer. 


Since the immigration of the wolves 


from the territory into the farming and 
stock raising states to the north there 
has been more than a desultory war- 
fare. The farmers have banded together 
to protect the flocks and herds and 
have offered generous bounties for the 
scalps of the creatures, a proceeding 
that has resulted in the slaughter of 
thousands. Yet the supply seems none 
the less, and all the sharpshooting is 
but a waste of powder and balls. Year 
after year there are reported from 1.20C 
to 1,500 sheep killed in Nebraska anc 
Kansas by wolves, and thu hundreds of 
dollars spent for bounties have produced 
little diminution of the plague. 


Sometimes the bounties are not what 


they are purported to be. The people of 
a western connty found once that they 
were being taxed very heavily for the 
payment of this sort of- expense and 
that certain hunters were buying new 
farms out of the proceeds of their prow- 
ess on the plains. An examination fol- 
lowed, nnd it was found that there was 
in existence an endless chain in compar 
ison "with : which the greenbacks and 
gold reserve make but a feeble showing. 
At the rear of the county .clerk's office, 
where the redeemed scalps were thrown, 
was a convenient opening in the wall, 
and through this the scalps were pulled 
in tho night, to be presented at the 
counter in tho .morning for another 
bounty of $8 each. It was estimated that 
the county had paid for one set of scalps 
not less than 12 times, and the empti- 
ness of the treasury waa explained. The 
saddest part of the happening was that 
the schemers saw the investigators at 
tho hole and became bounty jumpers at 
once—jumping 
the county for safer 


climes.

The officers 
of one were paying out money every 
day for wolf scalps while the others sel

THE CATXLK QUABANTINEt 


The proposition of the Secretary of 


Agriculture to include Nevada in the 
infected district of California and ex- 
.tend the cattle quarantine regulations 
to this State is not received with favor 
by the cattlemen. Dr. W. H. Patterson 
of Beno says the cattlemen are unani- 
mously opposed to including Nevada 
in the quarantined district, and Jamec 
Knssell, President of the Elko County 
Cattle Association, telegraphs that the 
Association 
emphatically 
protests 


agaiust placing Nevada under quaran. 
tine laws or raising the quarantine be- 
tween Nevada and any infeoted die 
triot. 


The above are. doubtless the views of 


a large majority of the cattlemen ol 
Nevada. Probably all are opposed to 
raising the quarantine BO as to admit 
cattle from an infeoted district. There 
are others, however, who want to re- 
stock their ranges, that wonld prefer 
to have quarantine regnlations • modi 
fled so that healthy cattle from Call 
fornia, Arizona or New Mexico, oonld 
be shipped to Nevada. 


The conditions are these: According 


to all reports there is a great ssaroity 
.of cattle in Nevada, and there is pas 
to rage for many more. Cattle are also 
scarce in California, but there is no 
feed in parts of the State and it is 
feared that many will die of starvation 
Several Nevada cattlemen desire to 
purchase cattle in California and ship 
them to Nevada. This they are pro 
hibited from doing under existing reg 
ulations, hence they want a modifica 
tion of the quarantine rules so tha 
cattle free from diseaaecan be brougb 
here from California. 


The farmers, who raise hay with i 


view of disposing of it to stockmen in 
the late fall and winter, want more cat 
tie on the ranges, as that will inoreaa 
the demand for feed, and give them a 
home market for their hay. The inter 
ests of the cattlemen, whose ranges ar 
now stocked, and of the cattlemen wh 
want more stock on their ranges, ar 
therefore conflicting, as are also th 
interests of toe alfalfa growers, wh 
want a market for their hay un th 
ranches.

The British ship Conway arrived at

Will Import Cattle From Nevada 
Western-bred cattle, especially Oolo^ 


rado cattle, are bringing better prices 
now than they have since last fall, 
when they were higher than they had 
been for years, say a the Middle Park 
Times. At the Denver Stock Tards 
yesterday Colorado yearlings sold for 
$30 a head, whioh is from $7 to $10 more 
than they sold for last.year at this 
time. Last year $30 was considered a 
good price for 3-year-olds. 


When it is taken into consideration 


that a man buying a 3-year-old can pro- 
pare it for market almost immediately 
and the man baying a yearling has to 
keep and feed it at least two years, run- 
ning the chances of losing it through 
disease or weather, the high price paid 
for yearlings can be appreciated. 


The high price paid for'oattle during 


the past year has had the effect ot al- 
most depopulating the cattle ranches 
of Colorado. When the prices com- 
menced to climb the farmers sold rap- 
idly. The price of cattle had been low 
for so long that when the opportunity 
came they did not wait, and in a short 
time large bunches commenced to 
move out of the country. About $100,- 
000 worth of cattle was shipped out of

of the special election held on October 7 
1897, was questioned. On the 23rd day o 
February 1898, the Supreme Court of-Ne 
yada filed its unanimous opinion in the'actio: 
in which it sustained the constitutionality c 
the Incorporation Act, and the legality, regu 
larity, and the sufficiency of the special elec 
tion, in each and every particular, The Cit 
Council is authorized by law to raise the nee 
essary funds with which to meet the bon 
interest charges and to liquidate the principa 
by either direct taxation of all property or b 
water and light charges against users or b 
both.

Soap.

now extant js by Pliny, who speaks o: 
it as an invention of the Gauls; but b 
that as it may, the nse of soap for,wash 
ing purposes is of great antiquity. In th 
ruins of Pompeii n complete soap man 
nfnctory was found, and the utensil 
and some soap were in a tolerable stat 
of preservation. 
The Gallic soap 


eighteen centuries ago was prepared 
from fat and wood ashes, particular!; 
the ashes from beech wood, which wooc 
was very common iu Franco as well a 
in Eu'gland. Soap is spoken of by writ 
era .from the second century, bnt th 
pnrace'ns were the first people to bring 
it into general nsa as an external cleans 
ing medium. The use of soap is fhu 
described: -"When examined chemical 
ly, the skin is found to be composed o 
a substance analogous to dried white 6 
egg; in a word, albumen. Now, albn 
men- is soluble in the alkalies, an 
when soap is used for washing the ski; 
the excess pf alkali combines with th 
oily fluid with which the skiu is natn 
rally bedewed, removes it in the form p 
an emulsion, nnd with ft portion of th 
dirt. Another portion of the alkali sofi 
ens and dissolves the superficial stratum 
of the skin, and when this is rubbed off 
the rest of the dirt disappears. So tha 
every washing of the skin with soap re 
mores the old face of the skin and .leave 
a new one, and. were the process repeat 
ed to excess" the latter would becorn 
attenuated."—Philadelphia Ledger.
